MONROVIA, April • 12 (Agencies) — 
president William Tolbert was assassinated 
in a military coup Saturday and a 28-year-old 
sergeant took over as head of state. Radio 
Liberia announced. 

Sergeant Samuel K. Do. who led a group of 
noo-commissi ooedofficers cal lin g themselves 
tfae People's Redemption Council immedi- 
ately ordered a dusk- to- dawn curfew. 

He ordered immigration officials to arrest 
government officials trying to escape from 
die country, Africa’s oldest republic. 

A doctor at the presidential palace told 
repeaters that Tolbert, 66. was hit three times 
in die head when rebels broke into the palace 
atlajn. 

It was the first such overthrow in the 133- 
year history of the country, one of the West's 
doest allies in Africa. 

Liberia’s 19th president, Tolbert was a key 
figure on the continent as current president of 
the Organization of African Unity. 

An employee of Liberia’s economics 
minis try said in a telephone call to a Liberian 
citizen working in West Germany that Tol- 
bert’s wife, Victoria, is under arrest, Liberian 
sources said in Bonn. 

The Liberian broadcast, monitored in the 
neighboring Ivory Coast capital of Abidjan, 
identified the leader of the coup as “ Staff 
Sergeant Matthew Do" of the country’s 
oatipnal guard. 

Little information was immediately avail- 
able about Do, who said in the broadcast that 
he was taking control of the government “ to 
eliminate corruption." according to the U.S. 
State Department. 

A Liberian Embassy spokesman in Lon- 
don said : “ We have never heard of him 
bdbfe. Nobody knows aaythmg.abouthim." 

Immediately after Do made the 
announcement, the radio went dead and 
there have been no further broadcasts, the 
spokesman said. 

AH members of the Liberian opposition 
party who had been jailed by Tolbert were 
fried in the coup, sources in Bonn said. 
Details of the coup were sketchy. 

But the overthrow apparently began early

Egypt denies bid 
on Sadat’s life 

CAIRO. April 12 (AP) — A high ranking 
government official Saturday categorically 
denied as "baseless" reports that President 
Anwar Sadat’s plane was rerouted from a 
refueling stop in the Azores Islands because 
of an alleged plot to assassinate him. 

“The Egyptian leader’s flight schedule, 
from Cairo to Washington, called for a refuel- 
ing stop in Mildenhall Air Base, a British field 
north of London, the official who is dose to 
Sadat said, "reports to the contrary are 
categorically false.” 

Sources in tire administration of U.S. pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter claimed Friday that 
Sadafs presidential plane, a Boeing 707, was 

diverted from the Portuguese- owned La j res 

Airfield to Mildenhall because of a report 
that a Libyan assassination squad, equipped 
with missiles, was waiting for Sadat’s plan e. 

The existence of the report was confirmed 
by U.S. intelligence sources and intelligence 
sources from an unspecified Mideast nation, 
but none could confirm whether the plot 
report was genuine or planted. 

The government official, who declined to 
be named also denied reports that word of a 
possible plot had been passed on to Sadat and 
that consequently his plane was diverted as a 
precaution. 

The Egyptian leader left Cairo Monday for 

two days of talks with Carter in a bid to break 

the deadlock in the Mideast peace talks with 
Israel. 

He returned Friday on his plane anrfwas 
accompanied on the trip to and from 
Washington by his wife, two of his daughters, 
his son. and presidential aides and govern- 
ment officials. 




President William Tolbert 
outride the presidential mansion at 3 a.m., 
according to reports from Washington, 
Johannesburg and Bonn. 

"At about 6:30 a.m., there was a radio 
broadcast by someone identifying himself as 
Master SgL Samuel Do. who said he was tak- 
ing control of the government to eliminate 
corruption,” said the U.S. State Depart- 
ment, which maintains an embassy in Mon- 
rovia. 

But the broadcast monitored in Abidjan 
said the coup leader called himself 
" Matthew Do. ” It was not known which is 
correct. 

Moorovian residents have been advised to 
stay indoors because of shooting continuing 
in the streets. Western sources report. 

"Firing is still heard and there are some 
reports that counter coup efforts are being 
organized, ” U.S. spokesman Sawoski said. 

The Liberian army is responsible for guard- 
ing Twlberfs presidential mansion. But many 
of Tolberfs personal bodyguards stationed 
inside the building are natives of neighboring 
Guinea. 

The coup came nearly a year to die day 
after major riots rocked the tiny country in 
1979 and sparked creation of Liberia's first 
opposition party, die Progressive Alliance of 
Liberia (PAL). 

This year a second party was formed, the 
Progressive People’s Party (PPP), which 
wants to turn Liberia into a socialist state. 

It is the first opporition to Liberia’s long- 
time system of a one-party democracy gov- 
erning its 1.7 million population. 

The country was founded in 1847 by freed 
American slaves under the auspices of the 
U.S. Colonization Society. It had been 
among the most stable in Africa, never hav- 
ing a revolution or coup. 

But Tolberfs conservative and pro- 
Western True Whig party and its monopoly 
on both the government and Liberian's rich 
diamond and iron ore industries have grown 
increasingly unpopular. 

Tolberfs family controls several major 
business enterprises and his sister-in-law, 
Carraina Pierre, runs Liberia's largest corpo- 
ration. the $ ISO million Montserrado firm. 

Yet a large part of die people, especially 
inland tribes with links to the U.S. founders, 
still live at subsistence level and observers see 
it as a struggle between haves and have-nots.

JEDDAH, April 12 — British Ambas- 
sador to the Kingdom Janies Craig refused 
torspeak with Ana* News Saturday regard- 
ing the brewing diplomatic row over a 
television film recently screened in Lon- 
don that smears Saudi Arabia. 

The ambassador's secretary said he was 
too busy to HkniQQ the issue and that it 
would be more important for die embassy 
to discuss the matter with Britain's 
national press than with the local media, 
who could get information from the 
emb ass y’s information office. 

The information officer said the ambas- 
sador cancelled bis leave and rushed back 
to die Kingdom to deal with the situation. 
He added that the information office 
would present a prepared statement 
whenever the ambassador was ready to 
give it. but he wouldn’t give any personal 
interviews to defend Britain’s position. 

In Riyadh. Holland Saturday expressed 
regret over the program .carried out 
against Saudi Arabia and Islam. 

Mrs. Nelie Smit Kroes, die Nether- 
lands' minister of communications, told 
the Saudi Press Agency sbe received a 
phone call from the Dutch prime minister 
saying his government and he personally 
regretted such a stand. 

The official who arrived in Riyadh, ear- 
lier in die day said her government will do 
all that it can to prevent such a program 
from being broadcast in the Netherlands. 

In the meantime, the Council for the 
Improvement of Arab-British Under- 
standing will embark on a drive this week 
to reply to the campaign against the Arabs 
and Islam, a spokesman for the Council 
has told Arab News. 

The Council comprises such prominent 
personalities as Sir Harold Bailey, Lord 
Cara don.

Besides, it was a cheap attack on the ide- - 
als. values and traditions of the Kingdom, 
which is the heart of the Islamic world." 

In addition, the film was an ill- • 
concealed attempt to distort facts through 
sensationalism and fabrication depriving 
the film of any objectivity and any basis of 
truth, the statement added. 

" On the contrary . the film is a malicious 
attack and makes grave charges and 
accusations and unjustifiably militates * 
against the dignity of a number of citizens 
including some of the prominent per- 
sonalities of the Kingdom.” 

The statement further said that on these 
bases, the program has fallen to the lowest 
standards and departed as far us possible 
from the standards of truth and fair play 
that have been advocated by the media in 
the Llnitcd Kingdom for so long. 

"We have no doubt that the program, 
which has earned no credit to its producers 
will not help to promote friendly and 
amicable relations and mutual interests 
between the two countries. It is truly 
regrettable that a British television com- 
pany should resort to showing such films, 
which offend a friendly country." the: 
statement added. 

Meanwhile, the Saudi Arabian embassy- 
in London received scores of phone calls 
and cables, mostly from Britons, denounc- 
ing the broadcasting by the ITV film last 
Wednesday. 

Egyptians also contacted the embassy 
to express their dismay, vis-a-vis their 
country’s authorities, who allowed Egyp- 
tian actors to take part in the film, part of 
which was shot in Egypt. They also expre- 
ssed regret that Egypt, which is an Arab 
and Islamic country, should participate in 
a filmth atls so humiliating to all Muslims. 

Saudi Arabian officials in Riyadh 
refused to make any comment on the 
issue, except ro rc-siatc Friday's Foreign 
Ministry communique. 


Egypt, Israel plan marathon Palestine talks

WASHINGTON. April 12 — The long- 
awaited "Camp David Two" — a summit in 
which President Timmy Carter, Egypt's Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat and Israeli Pri me Mmuter 
Menahem Begin would grapple with the 
thorny Palestinian question — will finally 
take place sometime next month if the 
upcoming autonomy negotiations in 
Washington fail to achieve a breakthrough, 
U.S. and Egyptian sources said. 

The Egyptian and Israeli negotiating teams 
are due here later this month to begin a 
marathon round of bargaining in an attempt 
to break the stalemate on the Palestinian aut- 
onomy question before the May 26 deadline. 

The Washington talks could continue for 
weeks, source said. 

If no agreement is in sight as the deadline 
approaches. Carter is expected to mvite 
Sadat and Begin to return to the A men can 
capital once again for a final three-way effort 
to settle their differences on autonomy, 
according to the sources. 


U.S. prepared to resume ties with Iraq, Newsom says 


The Egyptian and Israeli leaders may 
return here next month even if the Blair 
House talks bear fruit, the sources said, since 
Carter is reported to want the two men to 
take part in a "celebration" if a breakthrough 
is achieved. 

The moving of the negotiation site to 
Washington signals a decision by Carter to 
have the U.S. play a leading active role in the 
final month of bargaining, according to 
Egypt's Foreign Minister Burros Ghali. 

The U.S. has no choice but to assume the 
role of “active partner" rather than mediator 
at this stage. Ghali toldA/oh News —Asharq 
AlAwsat before leaving for home with Sadat 
Thursday. 

Meanwhile. Israel is unhappy about shift- 
ing the autonomy talks to Washington, dip- 
lomatic sources said. 

The Begin government believes the shift 
will enable the U.S. to dominate the negotia- 
tions, since President Carter will be able to 
maintain steady contact with his negotiators 
as they work at Blair House, across the street 
from the White House. 


The Israelis are also said to believe that 
Carter wants the negotiations to take plan: 
here so as to provide him with a "showcase 
to bolster his public standing in the current 
presidential election campaign. 

The Egyptian negotiating team will arrive 
here the week of April 21. Ghali, who will 
participate in the talks, will arrive April 25.: 

Speaking to Arab News — Asharq Al Awsat 
Ghali said his country's negotiators would 
stay here "as long as the negotiations 
require." 

Egypt s position in the upcoming talks is 
“ alm ost identical to that of the United 
States." the foreign minister said. 

Ghali said he believed, as a result of his 
conversations here this past week, that the 
Americans — both officials and the general 
public — were coming to understand the 
Palestinians more and more as time goes on. 

He criticized Begin as "foolish" for agre- 
eing to come here next week for his summit 
with Carter canying a "limited mandate” 
from his cabinet to discuss only a narrow 
range of issues.

WASHINGTON, April 12 — Terming 
American relations with Arabian Gulf states 
"a central preoccupation of American fore- 
ign policy Undersecretary of State David D. 
Newsom announced Friday the United States 
is "prepared to resume diplomatic relations 
with Iraq at any time.” 

Newsom's statement, made before a uni- 
versity symposium on American relations 
with Gulf nations, is the most overt public 
invitation the While House has made for Iraq 
to resume diplomatic ties broken after the 
1967 Middle East war. 

Noting that Iraq is the only Arab nanon 
that broke ties with the U.S. at the jtune and 
didn't resume them. Newsom said: With the 
growing role of our country in the area, we 
feel it is important to have normal relations 
with every country." 

Also in his luncheon address at 
Georgetown University, the Undersecretary 
of State for Political Affairs reassured Middle 
East nations that the United States »s pot 
bolstering its military presence in the region 
"to intervene in the affairs of the states of the 

K Instead. Newsom called increased U.S. 
naval presence in the western Indian Ocean 
area a "prudent deterrent against any efforts 
to interfere with the independence of the 
states of the region or restrict the free access 
of others to this vital region." 

While the top-level state department offi- 
cial noted that the states in the region have a 
"strong and instant negative reaction” to any 
sueftestion of outside intervention, he said 
Gulf leaders do not object to the forces being 
-over the horizon.” ■ „ < 

Hie undersecretary also sought to allay a 


perception of some analysts that in its 
strategic planning for the area, the U.S. treats 
the oil resources in the Gulf as “ours.” 

“They belong to the independent states of 
the area,” Newsom strongly emphasized to 
his luncheon audience. 

While Newsom’s speech followed the 
administration s stand on negotiating with 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, he did 
conclude that the “issue of the Pales tin ia ns is 
at the core erf the Arab-lsraeli conflict.” 

He also called success in ongoing auton- 
omy negotiations between Egypt and Israel 
“essential” and added. "We are deeply con- 
scious of the fact that the Palestinians must 
ultimately speak and negotiate for them- 
selves.” 

However, the undersecretary dismissed 
the theory that the U.S. ran exert leverage on 
Israel to change its policies in the occupied 
Arab territories . 

"No nation, however strong, can pressure 
another, sensitive to its security, into making 
politically unacceptable sacrifices," he 
stated. 

Moving to die topic of U.S. relations with 
Tran Newsom said the "United States 
accepts file Iranian revolution and Iran's 
desire to bring its grievances to the attention 
of die world.” 

Newsom also indicated the U.S. could 
resume normal relations with Iran once it 
“lives up to its fundamental responsibilities 
for the safety, well-being and release of the

Reinsurance fund encouraged

DAMMAM, April 12 — The Federation 
of Gulf Chambers has decided to encourage 
and support a suggestion by Arabian Gulf 
insurance companies to set up a fund for rein- 
surance. The companies proposed the fund in 
Abu Dbabi last month as a response to the 
ware rates levied on Gulf shipping by Uody’s 
of London, and the FGC backed the proposal 
at its meeting in Bahrain April 3. 

Representatives of the Gulf Chambers also 
approved the FGCs bylaws aud employee 
regulations, revenues and estimated expendi- 
tures for 1 980. but they deferred a decision 
on enforcing arbitrations. The representa- 
tives also postponed forming subcommittees 
for economic affairs, labor and arbitration 
until an administrative staff can be hired. 

Presently. Khazen Al-Mhaidi. the 
secretary-general, is the only employee of the 
six- month-old FGC. Eventually, the organ- 
ic ' on will have 1 4 staff members. Mhaidt 
sai though hiring them will be a gradual 
process. The immediate need is for statistics 


and research personnel, he said, most likely 
to be recruited from Bahrain or Iraq. 

The FGCs budget of SR900.000 is ear- 
marked for rent aud furnishing of the organ- 
ization's headquarters in Dammam and for 
staff salaries. Since expenditures are esti- 
mated to exceed SR 1 million, the seven- 
member- countries voted to contribute 
equally to make up the deficit. Each country, 
normally contributes SR 50.000 to the opera- 
tion of the FGC. In addition, the members 
have given the organization a total of $R 
550.000 in grants. 

The FGC postponed a derision on how to 
enforce arbitrations among member coun- 
tries pending further study. Some countries, 
like Iraq, don't ordinarily submit to foreign 
judgments. 

Though just getting underway as a private 
sector effort, members hope their govern- 
ments will follow the lead. Eventually, they 
hope to see one currency, one stock exchange 
and coordination of industries — a common 
market. Mhaidi said

Saudi Comment

The Western press recoils in horror when 
Saudi Arabia exercises its natural and legal 
right in dealing with anyone showing reck- 
lessness to its prevailing norms and tradi- 
tions. The Western press goes even further to 
protest against the enforcement of the laws as 
if it is only their right to make the rules and 
others’ obligation to follow them. 

The British press, for instance, made a 
clamor up on hearing that a reckless British 
woman will face the Kingdom’s laws for serv- 
ing liquor to her visitors. This woman, whose 
action resulted in the deaths of an expatriate 
man and woman from intoxication, had 
known that liquor is prohibited in this coun- 
tiy. 

In this matter, the woman is just like all 
other foreigners who get a full background of 


the legal and social systems in the country 
before they come here. Therefore, any con- 
duct flouting the general norms is liable to 
deterrent punishment. We don't think even 
Britain will show any laxity in awarding pun- 
ishment to anyone violating the Kingdom's 
laws. 

Our country’s constitution is specific and 
clear-cut in regard to anyone who transgres- 
ses the Islamic laws drawn from the Holy 
Koran and xhc Prophetic Traditions. It cannot 
afford to permit the independent judgements 
of secular-minded people, as is the case with 
objective laws in a number of countries. 

Any country of the world, big or small, 
would like the alian residents to respect the 
local rules and regulations. Anyone showing 
a grain of revolt against the rules certainly 
will be answerable before the law, and only a 
color blind will consider such a person 
unjustly treated.

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Dutch minister to discuss 
phone expansion program

JEDDAH . April 1 2 — The Dutch Minister 
of State for Telecommunications. Mis. Nelie 
Smit-Kroes. continued her round of inter- 
views and visits since her arrival here Friday 
evening. ' 

She met with Dr. Alawi Dervish Kayyal, 
minister of Posts. Telephones and Telegraph, 
who invited her to the Kingdom. 

Dr. Kayyal visited Holland two years ago 
to sign an agreement with Dutch companies 
for a telephone expansion program in the 
Kingdom- 

Their Friday meeting, also attended by 
Deputy Minister Faisal Zaidan. dealt with 

cooperation and the possibility of seeking 

Dutch expertisein this field. . ' • . ’ 

The contract stemming from the agree- 
ment was awarded to Philips, which went into 
a joint venture with L.M. Ericsson of Sweden 
and Bell Canada, The project, which so far 
has covered 60 cities and villages, will extend 
kj another 75 cities and villages in the near 
future. It will eventually cost SRI ] billion. 

Kayyal expressed his satisfaction with the 
progress of the project and thanked the com- 
panies engaged in carrying it out. 

Mis. Smit-Kroes also called on Deputy 
Minister erf Defense forCivil Aviation Sheikh 
Kamel Sindi. She also was due to visit Plan- 
mug Minister Sheikh Hisham Nazcr and Dr. 
Faycz Badr, director-general of the Saudi 
Ports Authrohy. Her program includes visits 
to AWra, the Saudi Telephone Data Center, 
Khutais Telephone Center and meetings with 
the Dutch business. community in Riyadh. 

Bell Canada’s role in the joint venture is 
supplemented by its earfieF participation in 
helping the Kingdom open a telephone com- 
puter center in Riyadh. The center began 
operations in late January. 

Canada Bell also is building a business and 
residential complex at the same site for the 
ministry as well as similar compounds m. 
seven majorities in the Kingdom. 

The goal of both the Canada Bell and the 
Dutch joint ventures, according to ministry 
officials, is to create more efficiency in opera- 
dons and utility design. 

Of seven new Saudi Telephone systems, 
three now are operating and four are ready 
for operation following procedural testing. 


By the end of 1979. nearly 238.600 tele- 
phones had been installed in Saudi Arabia — 
1 18.862 of which were installed in the first T8 
months of Saudi Telephone’s existence. 

In December 1979 alone, nearly 8.000 
telephones went into service in the Kingdom, 
and 15,000 lines were added to the entire 
system. Saudi Telephone also recently instal- 
led its 1.000th coin-operated telephone. 

In a February report. Saudi Telephone said 
telephone repair service had been improved 
to the point that 76 per cent of all reported 
troubles were corrected within 24 hours, and 
28 per cent were cleared within seven days. 

Saudi Telephone’s vehicle fleet totaled 
2.610 by the end of 1979. and 6.475 Saudi 
nationals were employed by die company. 

, Also in February, Saudi Telephone intro- 
duced a new directory inquiry service. Now 

customers using the service are able to obtain 
telephone numbers free of charge from direc- 
tory inquiry operators in Riyadh. Taif and 
Dammam. 

The service is obtained when die caller 
dials the zone code of the location for which a 
number is needed. The caller then dials 905. 
which connects him with directory inquiry. 
For areas with three-digit codes, the caller 
need dial only the first two digits of the zone 
code, followed by 905. The zone codes are 
available through Saudi Telephone 
operators. 

In March, more than 300 solar-powered 
emergency telephone booths began operat- 
ing on the Kingdom’s highways. The tele- 
phones now make it possible for motorists to 
obtain police, traffic and fire rescue services 
at short notice. 

Another solar telephone program was 
initiated recently, linking Sudan with the 
Kingdom by means of a microwave transmit- 
ter. The project will provide 900 telephone 
lines between Saudi Arabia and Africa, as 
well as telex, cable, radio and television con- 
nections. 

In the case of a breakown in the solar- 
operated system, the system is tacked by a 
diesel-powered engine. Should the instance 
arise in which both the diesel and solar sys- 
tems break down, batteries storing three 
da/s wortb of electricity will cut in to provide 
power for the transminer.

Farisi stresses cooperation 


JEDDAH, April 12 (SPA).— The Munid- 
pafity^fejeddah and its branch have issued

- Saturday that the orb an growth of Jeddahhas 
changed much of its features. He also stressed 
the necessity of public cooperation in clean- 
ing construction sites once the building is 
completed. 

Jeddah Munidpality has focused on 
awareness programs for the public regarding 
cleanliness in and around the city. Since the 
building boom began here, construction 
companies have left trash and building 
residue lying around in the streets and empty 
lots — causing scenic eyesores and headaches 
for the munidpality in their deaning efforts. 

As a result, Dr. Hass an Hajra, Deputy 
Mayor, and the munidpality have begun a 
program to acquire new machinery and hire 
consultants to help improve deaning ser- 
vices. 

Hajra has said chat the program by the 
Munidpality for deaning Jeddah depends on 
implementing more mechanized and less 
manual intensive street deaning and intro- 
duction of new refuse collection system. In 
addition, the munidpality is to be provided 
with 34-37 solid waste management experts 
from the U.S. consultant firm Browing Farris 
of Saudi Arabia Ltd. 

The Jeddah Munidpality is responsible for 
collec ting and disposing of generated refuse, 
domestic refuse, trade, industrial and build- 
ing debris. According to Munidpality statis- 
tics. the daily quantity of generated refuse is 
about 5.000 cubic meters — about 750 tons. 
The organic components of domestic, waste 
accounts for about 60 per cent. The remain- 
der is in the form of metals, dust and miscel- 
laneous objects. 

In addition, according to Hajra. the dty 
faces a waste problem of immense propor- 
tions as a result of builders depositing trash in 
vacant lots . The building boom 

of the latter 1970s helpted to elevate this 
problem to large proportions. "We would 
prepare an area for planting trees, and the 
next day woud come only to find the area was 
filled with trash.” Hajra said. 

The dty has become one of the largest 
commercial centers in the Middle East, All 
foreign embassies are in Jeddah. Various 
industries including oil refining has been 
developed in the city. Hajra said. He added 
that dty contains all stages of schooling and 
King Abdul Aziz University. An immense, 
new airport is under construction and the 
Jeddah Coraiche project on the coast will be 


an example of modem Islamic architecture 
and town planning. 

. “Inevitably, all this has meant that the dty 
T-' ba$ had to take stock of its waste manage? 
:?*^^’abresourees.'’ In the beginning of 1979, 
■/** ;ffie I Mdnidpality’ s total manpower strength 
amounted to 7.025. However, since then die 
manpower bas been reduced to 5,092 as a 
result of applying new mechanized systems of 
refuse collection, improving management 
and work performance. Upon the addition of 
new cleaning' systems and equipment, the 
labor force will range from 2,500 to 3,000 
according to a Municipality report. 

“Hie Ministry of Munidpality Affairs has 
authorized the allocation of funds for the 
expansion and improvement project- We 
don’t really know the cost of the new equip- 
ment. Tenders have been issued and when 
the allocation is issued, for the hew fiscal 
year, we will begin procuring the needed 
machinery.” he added. 

The present refuse collection system 
includes several open dump sites within the 
dty. which are used as refuse transfer points 
by munidpality crews. Families, shops and 
other businesses put their refuse outside 
doors or at the tide of the street. However, 
this trash is usually not put in plastic tags or 
other containers. The trash is collected by 
laborers, who take the refuse by wheelbarrow 
to a collection area. The collected refuse is 
taken away by a rear-loading compaction 
truck. 

The collected refuse is then surface 
dumped in the southern' part of the city. 
"Exposed burning of refuse is the way the 
Munidpality presently disposes of dty refuse, 
but authorities recognize this must not be 
allowed to continue. The Munidpality fades 
many problems as a result of these current 
ineffective practices for refuse collection.” 
Hajra said. 

Problems created are that open dump sites 
with the city are a favorable environment for 
microbial multiplication. Fermentation 
occurs as well as anaeerobic decomposition 
and all the usual problems of unsightly wind 
blown refuse and odor. Exposed burning erf 
the surface dumped refuse also releases 
nauseating smoke.

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Habre’s forces put up fierce resistance 

Chad’s balance of power unchanged 


N'DJAMENA. April 12 (AFP) - Cha- 
dian Defense Minister Hissene Habre 
appeared Saturday to have released the 
stranglehold which had been choking off his 
troops for the past two days. After putting up 
fierce resistance to a joint offensive against 
his aimed forces of the north (FAN)- obser- 
vers here said. 

But this meant that after three weeks of 
virulent fighting- none of Chad" s waning fac- 
tions bad emerged on top. and the current 
balance between the rival groups was essen- 
tially the same as at the start of the conflict. 

Violent dashes Friday morning dearly lost 
force later in the day. following FAN resis- 
tance to Thursday s joint offensive by Presi- 
dent Goukouni Reddaye's popular Armed 


Forces (FAP) and the Chadian Armed 
Forces (FAT) headed by sou the mist leader 
Wadal Abdelkadar Kamougue. concurring 
reports said Saturday. 

Habre's forces dashed sharply with FAP 
troops south of N'Djamena before driving 
them back, reportedly forcing Col. 
Kamougue' s forces to leave behind impor- 
tant quantities of military equipment and 
munitions as they fled, the concurring sources 
said. 

This material was reportedly recovered by 
Habre's troops on the battlefield, about 120 
kilometers south oF the capital. 

According to the sources, troops led by 
Chadian Foreign Minster Ah mat Acyl, a 
member of the pro-Libyan Arab Common 


Action Front, who participated last week in a 
si milar attempt to attack Habre's forces from 
the rear, reportedly did not take part in this 
latest operation. 

They said die Thursday morning attack 
was preceded Wednesday evening by heavy 
bombing of the African quarter of 
N'Djamena, held by Habre's FAN forces. 

At the same time. President Goukounf s 
FAP forces attempted to cany out offensives 
and infiltrations into the FAN zone. Clashes 
reportedly occurred beyond a FAN-occupied 
camp in the Boiolo sector of central 
N'Djamena. 

It appeared on Friday that the elements 
who infiltrated die camp had been eliminated 
by the FAN forces.

U.S. proposes intensive talks 


on autonomy 


WASHINGTON. April 1 2 ( R) — A crash 
effort to complete Israeli- Egyptian negotia- 
tions on Palestinian autonomy will start in 
Washington later this month if Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin agrees next week, 
U.S. officials have said. 

Agreement to shift the slow- moving talks 
out of the region was readied by President 
Jimmy Carter and Egypt’s President Anwar 
Sadat during White House meetings earlier 
this week, officials said. 

Before returning to Cairo Thursday night, 
Sadat said he had accepted the U.S. proposal 
for intensive talks starting on April 28, but 
Begin had not consented. 

Asked to comment Friday, an Israeli 
embassy official said it would be more correct 
to say that Begin had not yet consented. 

A full report of the Carter- Sadat talks was 


arrives in Washington on Monday afternoon 
and will see Carter on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. 

There was no sign Friday that the U.S.- 
Egyptian talks had brought much beyond 
agreement on procedure. 

But officials on all sides said this was 
exactly what they had expected.

Israeli diplomats said substantive matters 
would be discussed, but substantive agree- 
ments should not be expected to emerge from 
the Carter-Begjn talks.

Egypt and Israel agreed 
to try to complete arrangements within 14 
months for an interim Palestinian-led author- 
ity to replace Israeli military control over the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

They disagree on most issues concerning 
self-rule for the 1 .5 million Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Palestinian leaders have been 
opposed to the talks. 

Arab and other critics of the Egyptian-

lasting peace in the Middle East. 

In Tel Aviv meanwhile, a senior Israeli 
minister Friday rejected Sadat’s statement 
that Israel was to blame for the stalemate in 
the autonomy talks and said such remarks 
were aimed at extracting concessions from 
Begin in Washington next week. 


AMMAN. April 12 (R) — Jordan's 
Prime Minister Sharif Abdul- Hamid 
Sharaf has ruled out the possibility of 
holding parliamentary elections in the 
country at least for the present. 

In a television interview with the editors 
of three Jordanian newspapers Friday 
night. Sharaf said “Parliamentary life and 
elections are not feasible for the time 
being. This is because of the situation cre- 
atedby the Israeli occupation of the West 
Rank(of the River Jordan). This issue will 
be decided when the future of Palestine is 
settled.'’ 

Parliamentary life in Jordan was sus- 
pended in 1974. after the Rabat summit 
conference decided that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) was the 
sole and legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people. Jordan accepted the 

resolution. . 

Instead a national consultative council 
was appointed by royal decree two years 
ago. It can debate draft laws and give 
advice but its decisions are not binding on 
the government. 

Asked whether political -parties would 
be allowed to operate in the country, 
Sharaf said Jordan had had a bitter 
experience with the parties in the 1950’s. 

The government believed that people 
could participate in ruling the country by 
other means that suited the needs erf its 
developing society, he added without 
elaboration. He was apparently referring 
to an abortive coup attempt against King

Hussein in 1957. This was followed by the 
dissolution of all political parties in the 
country. 

On Jordan’s economic policies, the 
prime minister said they now aimed at 
turning the country’s society from one of 
consumption to one of production, which 

could be done through long-term 

economic plans. 

The government now subsidizes con- 
sumers goods mainly food, and Sharaf said 
in fact it was production that needed sup- 
port and not consumption. 

Had it not been for government support 
such projects as phosphates, potash, 
chemical fertilisers, cement and agricul- 
tural projects in the Jordan Valley, which 
brought in the counny’s main revenues, 
would not have been able to function, he 
said. 

The plight of Palestinians on the 
occupied West Bank was a main concern 
of bis government, Sharaf said. Jordan 
and the PLO were cooperating in helping 
them to withstand occupation and aid and 
support for them would continue until the 
occupied territories were completely lib- 
erated, he added. 


TRIPOLI, April 12 (AFP) - Libyan 
leader Muammar Qaddafi welcomed 
Algerian President Chadli Benjedid to the 
four-nation summit conference of the anti- 
Israeli Steadfastness Front, due to open here 
lata* Saturday.

“ We suspect there may be a political 
motive.” said Commander Peter Duffy, 
head of the anti- terrorist squad. 

The victim was Muhammad Mustafa 
Ramadan. 40. a resident of London, who 
contributed to the Arabic service of the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corp. (BBC) and to the 
London Arabic newspaper. Al -Arab. 

He was shot in view of worshippers leaving 
the mosque, the largest in London, as he was 
about to distribute free copies of Al -Arab.

Mondale predicts boycott support vote Ballesteros averts disaster in Masters 


COLORADO SPRINGS. Colorado. 
April 1 2 (AFP) — America's Olympic com- 
mittee will vote in favor of a Moscow Olymp- 
ics boycott here, accrodbig to U.S.. Vice- 
president Walter Mondale. 

MondaJe, here to address the delegates 
before the cnidal vote said he was sure that 
the committee would support its honorary 
president. President Jimmy Carter. 

Reminding delegates of their obligations 
ibe vice-president stated; “A great deal is at 
Stake in this vote, not only for U.S. athletes 
who have been asked an enormous sacrifice, 
but also for all Americans and for all civilized 
people everywhere.” 

Id his bid to guarantee support for Carter's 

boycott policy, in retaliation for the soviet 
occupation of Afghanistan, Mondale added: 
“The delegates face a decision critical to the 
future of the whole nation. All of us are 
committed to putting the best interests of our 
nation above all else.” Mondale maintains 
that the issues at stake would effect “the 
future of the civilized world." 

However, a group of American athletes 
said Friday they would attempt to take legal 
action if either the UlS. Olympic Committee 
or die administration prevent them from 
compering in the summer games in Moscow. 

Anita Defrantz. spokesman for the 


USOC ’s athletes advisory council, made the 
statement at a news conference on the first 
day of the meeting of the USOCs House of 
Delegates. The House has the final say on 
whether the United States will field a team in 
Moscow. 

Miss Defrantz and other members erf the 
council said legal research was being con- 
ducted to find points of law which could be 
used if they arc not permitted to compete in 
Moscow. 

Miss Defrantz. a lawyer, said the legal 
action would be taken by individuals or 
groups of athletes and not by the council, 
which is a USOC subcommittee. 

Defrantz passed out a hypothetical law- 
suit which individual athletes could use to sue 
the USOC. It would be a class action suit. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that the U.S. 
Administrative Committee apparently has 
changed its tack on its resolution, which said 
the U.S. would send a team to Moscow unless 
tile president declared it was in the national 
interest for Americans not to go. He has done 
that. 

Now. apparently the resolution to be 
introduced before the House of Delegates 
will read that the USOC will not send a team

Left-hander McEnroe, 20, rated the 
world’s No. J , beat Ilie Nastase of Romania 
6-3. 7-5, and Connors, 27, the No. 3 world 
r ankin g player, defeated American cannon- 
ball server Roscoe Tanner, 6-4, 6-2. 

A crowd of 9,600 turned out at the Tokoyo 
Yoyogi National Stadium to watch four of the 
world's leading te nnis players battle Saturday 
for a $ 110,000 first prize. 

Sunday, McEnroe and Connor will meet in 
the final for the third time this year. 

Connors beat McEnroe in the U.S. Pro 
Indoor Tennis Tournament in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, in January. Two months later, 
McEnroe defeated Connors, winning the $ 
250.000 U.S. National Indoor Tennis _ 
Championship at Memphis, Tennessee. 

The Romanian said, “ I think it was a good 
match. It was very difficult to move around 
fast because of the soft surface.” 

McEnroe said he played well. 

"f returned the ball very well and I moved 
around fast. 1 was in a good condition and the 
court was in my favor."

Holland, the first European country to condemn the televi- 
sion fallacy screened by ITV, has fully demonstrated its con- 
cept for the need of good international relations. 

His Excellency the Ambassador of Great Britain also cut 
short his leave and returned to Jeddah with a letter of apology. 
Our information says that Lord Carrington might as well 
make an apologetic visit to Riyadh. Apologies and condemna- 
tion of the “independent” screening of the “Death of a Prin- 
cess” can have no end, for every action on the part of Inde- 
pendent Television produces an opposite and equal reaction. 

This is not a threat, but rather a logical .result of fooling 
around with international relations, where courageous and 
wise British diplomacy has usually reigned. 

We say wise diplomacy because we thought the black past of 
British colonialism had lapsed, together with its infamous 
“divide to rule” doctrine. 

Regrettably this neo-policy reappears in a country 
renowned for being well- versed in international relations. 

On the other hand, Saudi Arabia, a nation little less than 50 
years old, has always striven to bolster ties with both the 
British people and government. 

Regrettably, the ITV film proved to be not only a tragic 
piece of fiction, but also a sure way to undermine Saudi 
Arabian-British friendship. 

The film was a slanderous documentary about the way law 
and order are maintained in the fast developing Kingdom as 
wellas a malicious swipe at Islam itself. 

It is perhaps too early to predict repercussions of such a 
blatant attack on this country and the faith of millions of 
Muslims. 

The screening of the ITV film can only remind us of the 
Balfour Declaration, which deprived the Arabs and Muslims 
of their third holiest site, (Jerusalem's Ai Aqsa) and with 
which the conspiracy against the whole Arab world began. 

NO VICTOR 

The last thing the Arab world wants is the deepening of the 
crisis between Iraq and Iran into a real war. For they recognize 
that no one will emerge a victor, except, that is, the enemies of 
both sides, such as, among others, Israel and its friends. Yet, 
the Arabs cannot but wonder at the constant provocations, 
verbal as well as material, offered to all and sundry by the 
Iranian regime — to such an extent that the country has 
become almost completely isolated. 

The Arab side realizes that this last round of tension bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran was in no small measure caused by Iraq's 
raising the issue of the three Arab islands occupied by Iran at 
the time of the Shah. But they also know that Iraq would not 
have given the issue such urgency had it not been for Iran's 
declared intention (which it appears to be putting into prac- 
tice) of interfering in the affairs of the surrounding countries. 

While Iran was intensifying its efforts to foment unrest in 
neighboring countries, it chose to escalate its crisis with the 
United States over the hostages held at the American embassy 
in Tehran, delaying their release by at least three more 
months. This action shows either ignorance of the pressures 
toward harsh action this imposes on the American president, 
or an irresponsible indifference to it. Or is it that Iran's affairs 
are now dictated by the pressure from the street, with the 
government drifting helplessly from one crisis to the other ? 

Whatever the case, Iran's rulers show little awareness of the 
dangers facing them, dangers which their own actions have 
conjured. The threats of counter-sanctions they have made 
against countries supporting the United States mean little. For 
the U.S.’ ultimate weapon is a naval blockade which will stop 
the flow of Iranian oil anyway. 

The trouble with the Iranian regime, it is said, is that it is a 
revolution which is yet to transform itself into a proper gov- 
ernment. Such a transformation is never easy. Yet it has to be 
made if the revolution is not to dissipate itself in rash actions 
and sterile rhetoric. The negative side of Iran's task, that of 
uprooting the previous regime, has been completed. It is high 
time the rulers took up the positive side, that of building the 
country and of assuring its people welfare and security.

NEW YORK — 

Productivity. This unexamined, treacherous term 
is central to the national attempt to develop a 
response to the worst economic crisis in half a cen- 
tury. Thus. President Jimmy Carter, after present- 
ing an anti-inflation program imposing sacrifices on 
the poor, on distressed areas and the average con- 
sumer, held out the visionary hope that such meas- 
ures would eventually permit subsidies for corpora- 
tions to get them to improve productivity. 

This remarkable calculus of pain for the vulner- 
able and “ carrots ” for the affluent is justified by a 
familiar argument. Inflation, conventional " wis- 
dom " holds, is caused by low levels of productivity 
that result from insufficient investment and also 
make Americans less competitive with the West 
Germans and Japanese. Therefore, a legislated 
higher rate of profit would provide the funds for 
modernization that would in the long run help 
workers and the poor as well as the immediate and 
u nm istakable beneficiaries of this strategy: the 
owners of capital. 

The discussion pivots on a term that is as rigorous 
as cotton candy. But then, flawed definitions are a

feature of the times, the result of trying to manipu- 
late old concepts to deal with a new reality. Thus, 
there is a hue and. cry to revise the Consumer Price 
Index because it weights bousing costs at above the 
average but silence about the fact that index aver- 
ages understate the price of necessities. The pro- 
ductivity case in point will, one hopes, illuminate a 
broader phenomenon : the pseudo- facts that con- 
fuse national debate. 

Item. Statisticians consider anti-pollution and 
safety devices installed by business as a diversion of 
resources from “ productive " uses, including the 
manufacture of carcinogenic cigarettes. Thus, sav- 
ing minors’ lives in recent years has been a source of 
“ negative ” productivity in the mining industry. 

Item. A major reason for high productivity gains 
in the past was the transfer of people from agricul- 
ture to industry. The end of that historic trend 
accounts for more of the decline in productivity 
than costs imposed by the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries. At the same time. 
Americans tend to ignore the positive side of this 
development : There have been spectacular pro- 
ductivity gains in a capital-intensive highly competi- 
tive sector of the economy : food production.

flooding into the labor market, many of them 
women. Since wages are assumed to reflea produc- 
tivity and women receive 59 per cent of the male 
wage, it is concluded that women are 59 per cent as 
productive as men. But in most cases it is the job 
that determines the productivity of the worker, not 
the other way around. 

As the economist Lester Thurow has observed in 
his book Generating Inequality : “Raw unskilled 
labor makes a very different wage depending on 
whether it works for General Motors or for a Mis- 
sissippi plantation. “ Because there was an 
economic boom in Europe in the 1 950s. Greek and 
Turkish shepherds turned out to be as productive as 
American high school graduates. 

Item. Edward Denison of the Commerce 
Department’s Bureau of Economic Analysis, a 
leading expert in the field, recently admitted, with a 
candor rare in his profession, that more than half of 
the reasons for the productivity decline are a" mys- 
tery.” One possibility, he noted in his book 
Accounting for Slower Economic Growth, is that the 
years 1 948-1 973 were a time of exceptional innova- 
tion. and from 1 973 to the present, of relative stag- 
nation. The first postwar phase saw petrochemicals. 


electronics and the rebuilding of Western Europe 
and Japan : the current phase, semi- conductors, 
pocket calculators and not much else. 

That, however, suggests real solutions to prob- 
lems that Americans non' define in fantasy terms. 
Americans are in the midst of a fundamental 
restructuring of their economy. If the restructuring 
is. as now, unplanned, it will be paid for by lower 
living standards of the poor, working people and 
citizens of declining areas such as New York City. 

Meanwhile, the affluent would get tax subsidies 
to induce them to invest in productivity, but under 
conditions of pervasive uncertainty they would 
often spend that money on speculative inflation 
hedges. Or there could be a planned national 
investment in new industries — examples are solar 
technology and a revived rail network in the North- 
east and Midwest — that could cut costs and prom- 
ote full employment. 

However, before they can elaborate such plans 
Americans have to dean up their language. It is not 
just the conventional wisdom of a generation that 
has been subvened by the present crisis : The con- 
cepts of the recent past, and the “ facts ’* that they 
produce, have become irrelevant and misleading.

EDITOR ’S NOTE: The writer, an eyewitness to the 
Sou Salvador massacre, reports on the shooting as he 
saw it from the center of the panic - stricken crowd.

SAN SALVADOR - 

El Salvador has slipped another notch toward 
dvil war with the outburst of violence that accom- 
panied the funeral of Archbishop Romero, himself 
a victim of the rifts that threaten to tear thus tiny 
Central American republic apart. 

The ruling junta, already weakened by defections 
and growing anarchy in the countryside, is trying to 
avoid fiirtiier confrontation with its opponents by 
keeping its security forces in the background. The 
United States, a strong supporter of the regime, is 
pumping in aid and advising the government not to 
over-react. 

But with tiie extremists on both right and left in a 
volatile mood after the death last month of more 
than 40 persons, the country remains tense. Rom- 
ero’s own death by an assassin's bullet a week ear- 
lier had removed the main voice of moderation 
between the dangerously polarized wings of Sal- 
vadorean politics. 

No one seems to know who started the shooting

at the archbishop’s funeral. The right blames the 
left, the left accuses the right. Some say it was the 
National Guard, others that it was the armed youths 
in the crowd, and others still that it was all an 
accident. 

Only the results are beyond doubt. A small 
explosion sending up a shower of pamphlets — a 
leaflet bomb — went off as Cardinal Ernesto Cor- 
ripio Ahum ad a of Mexico, the Pope’s representa- 
tive. was saying the requiem mass on the steps of the 
cathedral. 

Gunshots followed and then anotther explosion. 
The huge crowd in front of the cathedral surged 
forward, pinning the oldest and the weakest, who 
had been placed in the front rows, against a 10ft 
wall. 

Several reporters, including myself, managed to 
scramble over the iron railings into the cathedral 
courtyard as the shooting intensified. We helped 
some women over but a few were injured on tile 
iron spikes and others were crushed to death at the 
foot of the wall. 

Most of the shooting was going on at the side of 
the cathedral opposite the National Palace, where a 
contigent of the National Guard was believed to be 
stationed, but at no point during the incident, which 


lasted about hatf-an-hnur. was a uniformed soldier, 
policeman or National Guardsman seen. 

I ran around the flank of the cathedral to a side 
door where young militants were firing a bizarre 
collection of weapons into the square. One was a 
young woman in bine jeans, with a red bandanna 
around her head. She was toting an M- 1 6 automatic 
rifle, with an extra magazine held on with masking 
tape. 

Inside the cathedral — a gaunt, unfinished struc- 
ture — the scene was closer to Dante's Inferno than 
the last rites of a respected prelate. Women waiting, 
organizers bellowing through loudhailers. youths 
waving pistols in the air and shouting at each other, 
bodies being dragged in off the street and. curi- 
ously. a calm, probably foreign deric taking photo- 
graphs of its all. 

The procession of left-wing organizations had 
begun earlier in an orderly fashion and wound 
slowly through the city under a hot sun. Many of the 
young men were armed, with pistols bulging under 
their shirts and Molotov cocktails in plastic shop- 
ping bags. One had a rifle wrapped in brown paper. 

The archbishop's body, which had been outride 
the cathedral when the shooting started, was hur- 
riedly brought inside and the Mexican cardinal con- 


tinued the requiem as gunfire rattled outside and 
panic-stricken people poured in seeking refuge. 

And then it was over ... the dead laid out in the 
nave not far from their archbishop's crypt, and the 
armed revolutionaries looking flushed, whether 
with a sense of victory or shame it was not dear. 
And there was still no sign of the “ enemy” they had 
allegedly been fighting. 

It seems probable that the new spate of violence 
will be represented by the left as yet another exam- 
ple of government repression, and by the right as 
one more compelling reason to crush the revolutio- 
nary forces. Certainly, shocked people on the 
cathedral immediately blamed the authorities for 
the massacre. 

The junta, pinning its hopes on a sweeping land 
redistribution buttressed by greater physical sec- 
urity for all its dozens, may find itself overtaken by 
insurrection. The determining factor will be the 
army. 

So far ft has given conditional support to the 
junta, a collective leadership of two colonels and 
three moderate politicians. But as ft watched the 
left-wing militants temporarily take over the heart 
of the capital, its patience must have been stretched 
to die limits. (OFNS) 


saudi press review 


At Medina, AI Jadrah and AI 
Riyadh Saturday led with the 
Foreign Ministry statement about 
a television program shown in 
London on TV channel last Wed- 
nesday. The papers said the prog- 
ram. entitled “The Death of a 
Princess", spoils traditional rela- 
tions between Saudi Arabia and 
Britain. AI Medina said Islamic 
and /yab leading personalities in 
Britain have denounced the 
screening of the film. AI Riyadh 
quoted the Saudi Arabian Charge 
d* Affaires in London as saying the 
film aimed at attacking Saudi 
Arabia, the Islamic faith and the 
sentiments of 600 million Muslims 
of the world. 

These papers highlighted Saudi 
Foreign Ministry’s statement on 
the subject describing the televi- 
sion program as a “cheap machi- 
nation far from objectivity.” The 
statement added that the film rep- 
resented a dear attack on die sen- 
timents of the Muslims of the 
world and blatantly scoffed at the 
Mamie faith and its sublime 
canons. The film does this by 
attacking the high values, ideals 
and traditions of Saudi Arabia, the 
hub of the Islamic world. The 
statement also said the TV prog- 
ram has only spoiled the tradi- 
tional strong relations between 
Saudi Arabia and Bririan. 

Al Riyadh reported the conven- 


ing of an extraordinary meeting of 
the British Cabinet to discuss the 
situation arising out of the show- 
ing of the film. The paper said 
thousands of telephone calls, 
mostly from the British people 
and tiie Arabs, were received by 
the House of Lords expressing 
strong resentment over the screen- 
ing of the film, which, they said 
was nothing but fabrication to 
spoil the reputation of Saudi Ara- 
bians. 

The paper reported an official 
spokesman as saying that severe 
measures will be taken to deal 
with some media agencies 
engaged in such activities. The 
paper further quoted a British 
Member of Parliament as saying 
it was a bolt on the British gov- 
ernment and went in favor of 
Saudi Arabia. 

Among other lead stories, Okaz 
said the Russians were supporting 
Iran against Iraq, while Al Tom 
said the Security Council might 
meet again and urge Israel to 
withdraw from the Arab ter- 
ritories. Al Nadwa ’r lead reported 
armed clashes between Iran and 
Iraq Al BQad predicted American 
intervention as the answer to an 
ultimate execution of the hos- 
tages. 

Among the prominent front- 
page stories Saturday included the 


reported pressure on President 
Giscard cfEstaing of France to 
visit occupied Palestine, and 
Israel's silence over U.N. Secret- 
ary General Kurt Waldheim's call ■ 
to withdraw from Lebanon. An 
extraordinary meeting of OPEC 
members scheduled to be held in 
Taif May 7 also was highlighted by 
most newspapers. In a front-page 
story, Al Nadwa reported Syrian 
President Hafez Assad and PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat will 
attend the Tripoli summit meeting 
of the confrontation states. 

A majority of newspaper editor- 
ials condemned the British TV 
program of last Wednesday 
damaging the reputation of Saudi 
Arabia. The editorials were 
unanimous in their view that the' 
film was a repugnant attack on 
Saudi Arabia in particular and on 
Islam in general. The editorials 
reaffirmed that the real motives 
behind the production of such a 
film was a latent rancor against the 
Kingdom, which is a sumbol of 
moral values and Arab and inter- 
national instances. 

The papers referred to the 
Sweeping denunciation by the 
Islamic organizations throughout 
Britain and said their reaction was 
only a natural retort. The editori- 
als urged that the malicious cam- 
paign must be dealt with severely 
by using all possible means.

The dinic offers two types of services, gen- 
eral medical sendees such as treatments for 
non-major injuries and illnesses, and innoai-

feeding advice. 

Cathy estimates the British expatriate 
population of Jeddah at 10,000 and th%

keep the clinics more than full.

Peruvian embassy refusees 

U.S. to take 2,000 Cubans 


WASHING I ON. April 12 (AP) — The 
United Stak-s may accept between 2.000 and 
5 .lM\l of the Cuban refugees who have fled to 
the Peruvian embassy in Havana seeking 
.Lsyluni. U.S. officials said Friday. 

I he officials, who asked not to be iden- 
tified. said that although no decisions have 
he-: n reached, the number of Cubans allowed 
entry probably would be on the lower side of 
that range. 

Until Friday, administration officials had 
■;uid - inly that the United States would take in 
iiv ' fair share" of the thousands of Cubans 
who have been crowding the Peruvian 
embassy for almost a week. 

Reports «if the number of Cubans at the 
embassy have ranged as high as 11.000 
ail hough Cuban officials insist the figure is 
much lower. 

Hie U.S. government has argued that the 
United States, in accepting 800,000 Ouban 
refugees over the past 21 years, has done 
ni< »rc than its share thus far in accommodat- 


ing disaffected Cubans. Officials have been 
hopeful that other Western hemisphere 
countries would open their doors to the 
Cubans now at the Peruvian embassy. 

Privately, officials say they have been dis- 
appointed with what they consider the slow’ 
response of these other countries. 

Following a meeting of the five-nation 
Andean Council earlier this week. Peru 
announced it would take in 1,000 Cubans. 
The remaining four countries have not 
specified how many they will take in. Outside 
the Andean bloc. Cnsta v Rica Spain and West 
Germany have indicated they will receive 
small numbers of refugees. 

Another problem delaying the departure 
of the refugees is that Peru and Cuba have yet 
to agree on the means for carrying out their 
resettlement. 

The Peruvian foreign minister accused 
Cuba of ’“having deteriorated the already dif- 
ficult conditions erf life for the persons who 
are in the Peruvian embassy and of having 


obstructed the adoption of measures condu- 
cive to a speedier departure of this popula- 
tion" by refusing to accept the help of inter- 
national agencies. 

Earlier in the week, Cuba turned down- 
offers of collaboration from the international 
Red Cross and the U.N. High Commission on 
Refugees, an agency which arranges for 
resettlement of the homeless. 

The ministry statement implied, but did 
not specify, that some of the planes might be 
provided by the Inter-Government Commit- 
tee for European Migration, a Geneva-based 
agency which had indicated it could provide 
transportation for the refugees. 

The press release said conditions at the 
embassy had worsened, especially for women 

and children, and could result in “grave 
repercusaons." 

It said there were ’’deplorable sanitation 
conditions, scarcity of food. lack of medicine 
and fallen spirits" inside the embassy com- 
pound.

1'hc U.N. Security Council has strongly con- 
demned South Africa for armed attacks on 
Zambia and warned it will impose sanctions 
against Pretoria if they continue. 

The 15-member council, acting 3t the 
request of Zambia, adopted a resolution Fri- 
day that also demanded withdrawal of all 
South African troops from Zambia and an 
end to military flights over its territoiy. Zam- 
bia claimed South Africa had recently step- 
ped up violations of its territory, causing 
death and destruction. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 
15-0 after two days of debate on the issue. 

The resolution called the attacks unpro- 
\ i iked, reflecting the councirs rejecting of 
Smith Africa's claims that the attacks were in 
retaliation for guerrilla raids into Namibia. 

South Africa has charged these raids were 
staged by the South-West Africa People's 
Organization (SWAPO) which seeks inde- 
pendence for Namibia, also known as 
S- nit- West Africa, and administered by South 
Africa since World War I. 

Zambia, situated north of Namibia, is one 
ot the key supporters of SWAPO, which is 
recognized by the United Nations as the rep- 


resentative of the Namibian people. 

Delegates from a total of 23 nations 
addressed the council in the two-day debate 
prior to the vote on the resolution and with- 
out exception condemned South Africa and 
its racial policies. 

The resolution said the council was 
“deeply concerned that the wanton acts by 
the racist regime of South Africa are aimed at 
the destabilization of the republic of Zam- 
bia.” 

It called the attacks “hostile and unpro- 
voked” and said the council was “grieved at 
the tragic loss of human life and concerned 
about the damage and destruction of prop- 
erty resulting from the escalated acts and 
armed intrusion by the racist regime.” 

It solemnly warned that if the attacks con- 
tinue, sanctions would be applied under that 
part of the U.N. charter which provides for 
economic and diplomatic boycotts and even 
military action if this is found warranted. 

In a statement after the vote, British 
Ambassador Sir Anthony Parsons said his 
country joined in condemning South Africa's 
attacks but did not regard itself as committed 
to any future course of action by the resolu- 
tion. 

He called on all parties to exercise max- 


imum restraint and renewed Britain's com- 
mitment to peaceful negotiation for Nami- 
bian independence. He said his country’s suc- 
cess in bringing independence to Rhodesia 
gives hope for the case of Namibia. 

U.S. Ambassador Donald F. McHenry, 
who also commented after the vote, made no 
reference to sanctions but said the United 
States supports the resolution. 

“South African military operations in 
Zambia are unjustifiable,” he stated. “They 
violate the rules of law and comity that should 
govern the relations between states.” 


He said. “ AU of us should recognize, how- 
ever. that in a practical sense South Africa's 
actions are part of an ever- spiralling cycle of 
violence rooted in South Africa's illegal 
occupation of Namibia and the continued 
failure to reach an international acceptable 
solution to the Namibian question. 


“ We must redouble our efforts toward that 
end.” 

He urged South Africa to reply affirma- 
tively to the latest proposals erf Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim for a demilitarized 
zone along Namibia's northern border to 
provide security for U.N.-supervised inde- 
pendence elections. 


New York transport chiefs call off strike 


NEW YORK. April 12 (R) — An II- 
cJay-old strike that left six million New Yor- 
kers without buses or underground trains has 
been called off. 

Strike leader John Lawc ordered his 
33.U00 workers back to work after transport 
chiefs agreed to raise their average $ 1 7 .500 
a-ye'ar wages by \ 7 per .cent over two years. 

The buses and trains were due to run again 
Saturday after days of near chaos in which 
New Yorkers have hitchhiked, walked, 
skated and cyded to work or taken their own 
cars and caused huge traffic jams. 

Firms booked hotel rooms by the dozens 
fur their staff, rented cots for sleeping in 
offices and leased buses, vans and even 
nuats.lt took 48 hours of near continuous 
talking to reach the tentative agreement on a 
new contract — a compromise between union 
demands for a 25 per cent rise and a 12 per 
cent management offer. 

The deal is expected to set the pace for 
pay demands by 300.000 more dty workers. 

The Transport Workers union board 
Thursday night tied 22-22 on accepting the 
pact. But Lawe ordered members back to 


work pending a postal ballot among them. 

The union is due to pay a court fine of $ I 
million and each worker to lose two days' pay 
for each day out. as a penalty for breaking a 
New York law forbidding strikes by public 
employees. 

Lawe said the union would press for an 


amnesty on the fine. 

Mayor Edward Koch’s four representa- 
tives on the Metropolitan Transport Author- 
ity opposed the pact as too expensive and 
likely to inspire 300.000 municipal emp- 
loyees to ask for similar pay rises when they 
begin negotiations for new contracts this 
summer. 


Drugs ineffective, Tito doctors say 


BELGRADE, April 12 (AP) - Doctors 
treating President Joap Broz Tito said Satur- 
day that antibiotics being used against his 
pneumonia are not working. 

The 87-year-old Tito's medical panel said 
his condition was very grave and use of an 
artificial kidney machine and other intensive 
care was being continued to keep him alive. 

“Pneumonia is not retreating despite the 
application of appropriate antibiotics” the 
eight doctors said one week after they 
reported the pneumonia had almost abated. 


Tito's doctors had used an experimental 
American antibiotic in their latest known 


attempt to defeat a case of pneumonia first 
reported Feb. 23. 

Doctors had said March 23 they were 
switching to the new medicine in yet another 
change in medication aimed at attacking an 
infection which had grown resistant to other 
drugs, 

Tito is also suffering from kidney failure, 
bean weakness and internal bleeding prob- 
lems — complications which developed after 
the Jan. 20 amputation of his left leg. 

The presidential medical panel said again 
Saturday that Tito's kidneys were still not 
functioning and that a dialysis machine was 
being used daily to take their place.

Colombia cabinet quits; negotiators meet 


BOGOTA, April 12 (AP) — Colombian 
negotiators made another effort to end the 
urban guerrillas seizure of die Dominican 
embassy — and 18 diplomats — as they met 
Friday for 110 minutes with a guerrilla 
spokeswoman. 

In a separate development. President 
Cesar Tuibay Ayala’s entire 13-man cabinet 

resigned to allow the Liberal party president 
to reorganize his government. The cordial 
negotiations in front of the embassy ended 


with a handshake and the unidentified female 
guerrilla negotiator wearing a head mask 
emblazoned with die letters “M-19” again 
raised her finger with a victory sign. 

The talks were again held in a parked van 
and neither side made any immediate com- 
ment. 


Prior to the talks Foreign Minister Diego 
Uribe Vargas said the two sides were “closer 
on several important points" in efforts to end 


the 45-day siege and captivity of the dij 
lomats.

TOKYO, April 12 (AP) — Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira said Saturday it is only 
natural that Japan considers its relations with 
the United States as more important than oil 
from Iran, Japan’s Kyodo News Service 
reported. 

Ohira thus endorsed Foreign Minister 
Saburo Okita's statement Friday that oil is- 
vital to Japan but that if there were something 
more important than oil, Japan must give it 
more consideration than oil. 

The prime minister made the remark in 
Sapporo, Northern Japan, where he attended 
a local gathering of his ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party.

Kyodo reported Ohira as saying that 
Japan: 

— Will not import more oil from Iran than 
it did before Iranian students took SO 
Americns hostage in Tehran; 

— Is continuing to import Iranian crude on 
a dollar basis; 

— Will not extend new credits to that 
Mideast country. 

— We have done what should be done,” 
Kyodo quoted Ohira as saying. 

However. Ohira said the government has 
not yet decided to what extent it will restrict 
exports to Iran other than drugs and food as 
the United States has requested. 


Oil stockpiles can offset embargo 


LONDON. April 12 (R) — Huge oil 
stockpiles in consumer countries mean they 
should be able to cope with any brief inter- 
ruption of supply from the Gulf area, where 
Iran is in dispute with the U.S. and its neigh- 
bor Iraq, Western oil industry executives said 
Friday. 

But they feel an interruption probably 
would trigger new price rises, adding that the 
oil supply situation is fragile and the world is 
not well-placed to deal with any major, 
extended disruption. 

Iran now produces between 2 and 3 million 
barrels of oil a day according to oil industry 
estimates, with Iraqi output around 3.5 mil- 
lion. Non-Communist world consumption is 
running at around 50 million barrels a day. 

Fears about supply led industrialized coun- 
tries to stockpile it in large volume after 
Iran’s revolution last year. 

Venezuelan Oil Minister Humberto 
Calderon, current president of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries, cal- 
culates that stocks are as high as 5 billion 
barrels, enough to last 100 days without 
rationing. 

Expecting some of this oil to flow onto the 
market, and taking account of slackened 
economic growth in the West, he believes oil 
supply in this present quarter will exceed con- 
sumption by about 3 million barrels a day. 

"We could lose quite a lot of oil. and you 


need not be riding a bicycle right away." an 
executive of a leading oil company said. "But 
you could expea any interruption to mean a 
new round of OPEC price rises." 

In such circumstances, the oil industry 
believes that consumers would, as they did 
after Iran’s revolution, scramble to pay pre- 
mium prices to get assured supplies of con 
tract oil. 

But ULF Lantizke. head of the Interna- 
tional Energy Agency (IEA). whose task 
would be to implement plans to ensure fair 
shares for all. said this week that he detects no 
sign of consumer panic. 

Analysts, trying to assess how jittery the 
market will be. watched to see how Iran 
would fare in its attempt to get Japanese 
importers. British Petroleum (BP) and the 
Shell Group to pay an extra $ 2.50 a barrel for 
its oil. 

They have challenged its April 1 price 
increase, industry sources said. 

The sources did not. however, expect 
Japan to risk the 500,000 barrels a day of 
Iranian contract oil it buys by joining U.S. 
trade sanctions against Iran. 

Despite today's stockpiles, government 
officials and oil company executives admit to 
being worried about long-term supply pros- 
pects. hence the anxiety to have secure con- 
tracts.

Japan, EEC envoys meet in Iran 


TOKYO, April 12 (AP) — Ambassadors 
from the nine European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC) member countries and Japan met 
Iranian President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr in 
Tehran Saturday, the Kyodo news service 
reported. 

Kyodo, in a dispatch from Tehran, raid the 
Ambassadors asked Bani-Sadr when and 
under what conditions Iran will free the 50 
American hostages being held in Tehran. 

Kyodo did not say what the results of the 
meeting were. 

The foreign ministers of the nine Common 


Market countries met in Lisbon, Portugal, 
Thursday and agreed to order their envoys to 
meet with Bani-Sadr to demand an immedi- 
ate release of the hostages. 

On Friday, Japan decided to associate itself 
with the European initiative. 

Meanwhile, Kyodo said, Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadegh Gbotbzadeh met envoys 
from Spain. Portugal, Sweden. Finland, 
Austria, Norway and Switzerland Saturday to 
explain the Iranian position and viewpoints 
after Washington broke diplomatic relations 
with Iran. 


MADRID, April 12 (AP) — Spain's Pet- 
roleum Refineries Association (Aserpetrol) 
said Saturday Iran was fourth among the 14 
countries from which Spain purchased 8.5 mil- 
lion tons of crude oil in the first two months of 
this year. 

With 765,003 tons. Iran came after no. 1 


supplier Saudi Arabia, with 23 million; Iraq, 
with 983,450. and Libya, with 983,099. 

Before the revolution that ousted Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, Iran was Spain's 
second largest supplier with around 10 mil- 
lion tons a year, or 20 per cent of national 
needs.

NEW YORK, April 12 (AP) - As dismal 
as the U.S. economic climate may be at the 
start of the 1980s, some wall street analysts 
believe there are forces already at work could 
brighten it significantly as the decade passes. 

'Rie source of their optimism is the hanging 
shape of the U.S. population itself — specifi- 
cally, a declining number of people reaching 
working age. All through the 1970s. they 
note, millions of people bom during the 
post-World War II baby boom readied 
maturity and sought jobs, puttiflg-heavy 
demands on the economy. The influx of 
women into the market intensfied the pres- 
sures. 

But because the number of births dropped 
off markedly by the early 1960s — a "baby 
bust” following the boom — those demands 
can be expected to ease in the decade ahead. 

When the figures from this month's 
nationwide census are compiled, the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census has said it experts the 
1 980 U.S. population to amount to about 222 

mfllinm 

That would be 9 per cent more than in 
1970, marking one of the smallest gains dur- 
ing any decade in the country's history. 


Sun Oil to buy 
seagram land 


NEW YORK. April 12 (AP) — Sun Co. 
Inc., the United States' 10th- largest oil com- 
pany, has signed a preliminary agreement to 
buy the U.S. oil and gas properties of the 
Seagram Co. Ltd., the world" s biggest liquor 
distiller. 

The $ 23 billion purchase, one of the 
largest in oil industry history, came as Sun 
stepped up a drive to increase its North 
American energy reserves. 

Announcement of the preliminary agree- 
ment with the Montreal-based des tiller was 
made by the two companies Friday, three 
hours after a deadline set by Sun on the offer 
it made Monday. 

The deal also involves a lot of property : 
Seagram's U.S. oil and gas interests include 
more than 3 million acres (1.2 million hec- 
tares) of unexplored land. 

The Seagram properties are owned by 
Texas Pacific Oil Co. of Dallas, which the 
Canadian company bought 17 years ago. 

Sun spokesman Kurt van Vladren said Sun. 
based in Radnor, Penn, is offering to spend 
up to $ 400 million over its purchase price to 
develop the Texas Pacific properties, which 
are located primarily in Texas, Oklahoma. 
Louisiana and Rocky Mountain States. 

Texas Pacific produces about 35.000 bar- 
rels of oil and 1300 million cubic feet of gas 
daily in the United States and has proved 
U.S. reserves of about 120 milli on barrels of 
oil and 300 billion cubic feet of gas.

This deal, sent to me by a 
reader. is a variation of an old 
theme. South gets to five 
hearts and West leads the 
queen of spades. How should 
declarer play the hand after 
be covers the queen with the 
king and East signals with the 
seven of diamonds? 

It's a difficult problem to 
solve, but mostly because it 
features a play you’ve 
probably never seen. It seems 
that you must lose two 
diamonds and a dub, come 


what may, and that you'll 
have to go down one. 

However, there’s a simple 
solution to the problem, and it 
does not matter whether or not 
you see the East-West cards. 
All you have to do to make the 
contract is play your ace of 
spades on dummy’s king at 
trick one! 

It is obvious from East’s 
diamond discard that he not 
only has no spades but that he 
also has no hearts. He would 
surely ruff dummy’s king of 
spades if he had been dealt a 
trump to ruff with. 

It necessarily follows that 
West must have started with 
nine spades and three hearts, 
and that his only other card is 
either a diamond or a club. 
This is very reassuring, since 
it means you can now 
guarantee the contract You 
overtake the king of spades 
with the ace at trick one, draw 
three rounds of trumps, cadi 
the A-K of clubs and ace of 
diamonds and exit with a 
spade. . -■ 

West Is forced to win the 
spade and return a spade. On 
this trick you discard a 
diamond from dummy and a 
dub from your hand. When 
West continues with another 
spade, you discard dummy’s 
last diamond as you ruff the 
spade in your hand. As a 
result, you make the contract 
since dummy is now out of 
diamonds and you are out of 
dubs. That’s all there is to it!

Europe demands 


hostages’ release 


TEHRAN. April 12 (Agencies) — 
Ambassadors from the nine European 
Economic Community countries met Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr here Satur- 
day to inform him officially of Thursday’s 
resolution by EEC foreign ministers demand- 
ing an end to the hostage crisis. 

They told him of the EECs concern over 
the continued detention in Tehran of the 
estimated 50 Americans, and delivered a 
message from the EEC ministers demanding 
the hostages' immediate release. 

The Japanese ambassador was unable to 
associate himself with the EEC envoys’ initia- 
tive but was also received by Bani-Sadr. 

Bani-Sadr countered the EEC that the 
American hostages be freed with a promise of 
visits ana health care for the captives, but no 
firm date for their release. 

Presidential spokesman Moussavi Gar- 
maroudi said Bani-Sadr reiterated to the vis- 
iting ambassadors that Iran would retaliate — 
possibly with an oil embargo against any 
nation that joins the United States in cutting 
diplomatic ties and imposing economic sanc- 
tions on Iran. 


Iranian player

EAST RUTHERFORD, New Jersey, 
April 12 (AP) — Iranian professional bas- 
ketball player Andranik Eskandarian, the 
victim of an assault during a game in Fort 
Lauderdale Florida, is concerned the action 
will be repeated. 

The suspect, identified as 26-year-old 
Richard Charles Corker, was arrested and 
charged by- local police after he ran on the 
field with 45 seconds remaining in the game 
and choked Eskandarian, It is not kown if the 
action was politically motivated. 

Eskandarian is a Christian of Armenian 
extraction. He has not lived in Iran in two 
years and recently purchased a house in New 
Jersey. He is dose to obtaining a green card 
that would allow him to remain in the United 
States and hopes to become a United States 
citizen within two years. His son was bora in 
this country 10 months ago and is a citizen 

The easy-going Eskandarian, who plays for 
the Cosmos basketball team, claims no polit- 
ical ties to his homeland. He says sports and 
politics should not be mixed. He says he 
doesn't know the first thing about Ayatollah 
Khomeini.

AMOY. China. April 12 (P) — Mozart 
pours from wrought iron balconies and dimly 
lighted rooms in old Amoy where ragged 
laundry hangs to dry. children do their les- 
sons and old women place offeringsat shrines 
for the dead. 

On one street baek market Mozart mingles 
with a Taiwan love song and Italian cafe 
music as streams of young, and some very 
stylish. Communist Chinese take their time at 
shop windows. 

Old Amoy is a genteel and dilapidated city 
where bands of genial youths cniise near late 
nigHt food stands. 

Foreign journalists often are followed on 
their nocturnal walks by anxious guides and 
officials who apparently want to keep them 
away from restricted military areas. Some- 
times, however, it is possible slip away and 
tour the once-great port city. 

Even at its most decrepit, this city of more 
than 200.000 has a spontaneity and’ diversity 
that is lacking in major gray bastions like 
Peking. 

"Hey, look at those foreigners with big 
noses," one youth said in Mandarin. A jour- 
nalist responded that Chinese have noses, 
too. 


"Yes.” said the youth, "we Chinese have 
eyes, noses and mouths, but we’re much bet- 
ter looking. You’ re so big and fat you' re not 
good looking at all.” 

Near a fish market, u dancing party is in 
progress in an upper story apartment, behind 
blue shutters on a narrow street. 

At 9 p.m. — long past the bedtime for most 
Pekingese — cramped children' s libraries are 
filled with young people who pay to read 
comic books and the Romance of the Three 
Kingdoms. 

For 5 fen ( 3 U.S. cents) . they can watch 
animated cartoon reels through Hong 
Kong-made hand-held viewers. They gasp at 
the exploits of Gandy Goose. Dinky Duck, 
Little Roquefort and Thor. 

Pink paper ribbons, the remnants of the 
New Year celebration, are pasted on many 
thresholds. “Spring fullness enter herein” 
says one. Another contains a classical coup- 
let: "Fragrant flowers and the songs of 
birdy.” 


Street peddlers sell incense and paper 
lowers to burn before the pictures of anccs- 
ors — honored during the annual and just 
-on eluded Chang Ming festival for the dead. 


Bani-Sadr will ask an unspecified interna- 
tional body to monitor the hostages’ condi- 
tion and assure the world they are being well 
treated because this should be done accord- 
ing to Islamic ethics. Garmaroudi said. 

Garmaroudi said the ambassadors asked 
when the Americans, now in their 161st day 
of captivity, would be released. According to 
the spokesman. Bani-Sadr replied that no 
date could be set because the fate of the hos- 
tages is in the hands of the Iranian parlia- 
ment. which has not yet been seated and is 
not expected to take up the issue before 
summer. 

U.S. allies have balked at President Jimmy 
Carter’s request that they match his trade 
embargo and diplomatic break with Ayatol- 
lah Khomeinfs revolutionary regime. But 
leaders of the Common Market nations and 
Japan told their ambassadors to meet with 
Bani-Sadr, ask freedom for the hostages and 
return to their capitals to report on the Ira- 
nian response. It was not dear when the 
ambassadors might then return to Tehran. 

White House Spokesman Jody Powell told 
Washington reporters that Carter is consider- 
ing new measures designed to win freedom 
for the hostages, but chat the next step would 
not involve military action. 

Iranians on Friday demonstrated their 
unity against the United States in massive 
rallies in Tehran and other Iranian cities. 
They also shouted slogans against neighbor- 
ing Iraq, the Arab nation with which Iran is 
reportedly fighting border skirmishes. 

Addressing a mass prayer meeting before 
the Tehran demonstration, Bani-Sadr 
warned America’s oil- thirsty allies not to 
oppose Iran in its struggle with America. 

"Not only shall we not give orders to gov- 
ernments which wish to attach themselves to 
America, but we shall not give them so much 
as snake’s poison.” he said, using a Persian 
idiom which means “less than nothing.” 

Prayer leader HojatocsJam Khomeini deli- 
vered a stronger threat in Arabic. His mes- 
sage. apparently aimed at Iran's Arab neigh- 
bors, said: 

"Those in whose veins Islamic blood is 
boiling, prepare and be ready for the crucial 
moment in which the Imam's (Khomeinfs) 
order will be issued to the nation. And when 
the order comes, cut off the vein that carries 
the vital wealth which the West sucks, (then) 
stabs Islam in the heart,"

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Sea rules 


to govern 
exploitation

UNITED NATIONS. April 1 2 ( R) — The 
United Nations Law of the Sea conference, 
after more than six years’ intensive bargain- 
ing, has finally drawn within sight of its goal : 
an all-embracing set of rules governing use 
and exploitation of the world* s oceans. 

The final test could come this summer 
when representatives of some 1 50 countries 
that have just completed a five- week session 
in New York meet again in Geneva, from July 
28 to August 29. 

If they can stick to their self-imposed 
timetable, something they have rarely man- 
aged in the past, a sea law convention could 
be completed. 

This would leave only a formal signing 
ceremony to be arranged some time next year 
in Caracas, where the conference, the most 
ambitious undertaking of its kind in diploma- 
tic history, held its first substantive session in 
1974. 

Many delegates believe, however, that 
after the Geneva round, at least one addi- 
tional session will be needed to solve remain- 
ing problems and come up with a final docu- 
ment. 

The gui ding philosophy behind the confer- 
ence was spelled out in a 1970 General 
Assembly resolution which declared that the 
sea-bed and ocean floor beyond the limits of 
national jurisdiction, including their 
resources, are the " common heritage of 

mankin d- " 

Among the basic provisions of the prop- 
osed international convention are a 12- 
nautical mile territorial sea. over which 
states exercise sovereignty, and a 200- 
nautical mile exclusive economic zone 
(EEZ). in which they enjoy sovereignty for 
the purpose of exploiting and managing 
natural resources, including fish and miner- 
als. 

Where a state's continental shelf extends 
beyond 200 miles it will exercise similar 
rights over any non-living resources. 

One of the achievements of the recent ses- 
sion was to draw closer to a definition of the 
boundary of the continental shelf. 

A new body, called Che International Sea 
Bed Authority, will be responsible for the sea 
bed beyond national jurisdiction — die area 
of the oceans to be developed for the benefit 
of mankind as a whole. 

At stake are millions of tons of potato- 
shaped rocks scattered over the deepest ocean 
bottom and c ontaining commercially exploit- 
able cobalt, copper, manganese and nickel. 

Much of the conference has been devoted 
to establishing a mining system for recovering 
these polymetallic nodules, often referred to 
as manganese nodules. 

It is referred to as a “ parallel system" 
because the International Sea Bed Authority, 
which is to regulate all mining, would be 
authorized both to conduct its own opera- 
tions through an organ called the Enterprise, 
and to enable private and state ventures to 
contract for mining rights. 

While the riches of the deep sea bed are 
regarded as belonging to all mankind, it is 
generally acknowledged that without the cap- 
ital and technical resources of private com- 
panies there would be no ocean mining for 
many years to come. 

The conference has, therefore, had to 
wrestle with many of the problems that have 
troubled relations between the industrialized 
countries of the northern hemisphere and the 
poorer countries of the southern half of the 
globe. 


Many of the latter see the sea law conven- 
tion as a step toward a long-sought new 
economic order. 

Issues affecting deep sea mining that still 
remain to be settled include how to ensure 
that the sea bed authority will have access to 
the technology it needs while at the same time 
limiting the obligations of industrialized 
countries and their firms to transfer such 
technology. 

Another knotty problem is how to ensure 
that sea bed mineral extraction does not harm 
land-based producers of the same minerals. 

This and the question of financing die 
authority' s mining arm, the Enterprise, have 
given rise to complex formulas on which 
agreement remains to be readied. 


Arrangements for modifying the mining 
system, should there be dissastisfaction with 
it after some 20 years’ experience, have not 
yet been settled.
